.The annual loss to the farm ers 
of 
the 1’nited States from bad method* 
of producing and handling «*ggs is es­ 
timated at $45,006,000. .To get at the 
causob underlying such an enormous 
loss the Fnited S tates 
Department 
of Agriculture 
conducted 
extended 
experiments, the results of which are 
given in a bulletin
